BILL SAYS NORTHEN WILL BE ELECTED 


‘But Intimates There Will Be a 


Surprise in November. 


A DEAL WHICH WILL CHANGE THINGS. 


He Says, and That Cleveland May Be De- 
feated in Georgia—A Lot of Other 
Idle Talk. 


Washington, September 30.—(Special.) 
Pledger, the Georgia negro politician, was 
here today on his way to New York, 
where he goes to receive his speaking 
assignments from the republican national 
committee for the campaign. 

Pledger had a long interview with Sec- 
retary Foster, this afternoon, with refer- 
enee to Georgia. Foster is running the 
political end of the Harrison administra- 
tion, and Pledger’s talk with him no 
doubt bore largely upon the proposed 
fusion of the third party and republican 
electoral ticket. 

“{ think Mr. Northen will be re-elected 
governor,” said Pledger, to The Constitu- 
tion correspondent, “‘by 40, 090 majority. 
He ought to be re-elected from the stand- 
point of race, as the colored men in 
Georgia have fared better under bis ad- 
ministration than under any government 
since they were freed. Peek, the third 
party candidate, has no claims upon the 
good will of the colored men and I do 
not think he will get many votes from 
them. In the congressionul elections, I 
think; however,” Pledger continued, “‘the 
colored men will support the third party 
candidates since Colonel Buck issued his 
circular. It will help the republican 
party, nationally speaking, to defeat as 


many of the democratic congressional can- 


didates as possible and not interfere with 
the negro locally in Georgia.”’ 

About the national ticket in Georgia 
Pledger refused to say much, but he inti 
mated that a great surprise was in store 
for the democrats which might result in 
the loss of the state to Cleveland. It is 
now well understood that the republican 
national committee has engineered a deal 
with the third party leaders in Georgia, 
which will result avithin the next ten days 
in the withdrawal of both the third party 
and republican electoral tickets and the 
substitution of a fusion ticket made up 
of five third party men and five repub- 
ffean’. Ti this way the Harrison mana- 
gers expect to capture five ele*toral votes 
in Georgia if the state can be carried by 
the fusion ticket. The third party people 
have been induced to make this deal 
through two considerations. Primarily it 
will strengthen their electoral ticket by 
rallying the black vote in Georgia to 
| their standard and in the second place it 
will give them a whack at the republican 
corruption fund in New York. 

In addition to this the republican na- 
tional committee has agreed to crowd the 
polling places with deputy United States 
marshals upon the application of the third 
party men and the negroes to the super- 
visors, in accordance with the law permit- 
tirg such appointments without limif as 
to number where citizens under oath ask 
for them to prevent bloodshed and riot. 
The conspiracy is well planned and the 
republican managers believe it will be 
successful. It will practically mean bay- 
onets at the polls in Georgia, November 
8th. 

They Will All Speak. 

The administration has thrown off the 
mask. At the outset of the campaign 
Harrison unctuously declared that the 


‘heads of the various governmental depart- 


ments would take no active part in this 
national contest. For them to do so would 
be a violation of the spirit of the civil 
service law. Today it was announced 
that Secretary of the Interior Noble would 
leave for the west about the middle of 
October for the purpose of stumping Iowa 
and Kansas in particular, and the north- 
west in general. . Pension Commissioner 
Green B. Raum—he of the savory record 
—will leave for ‘llinois next week and 
spend the time between now and Novem- 
ber 4th in speaking throughout Illinois. 
Assistant Attorney General Shields, a 
henchman of Law Partner Miller, is to 
devote his time and attention for the 
next five weeks to Indiana, chiefly in 
Judge Holman’s district.

IT “CAUSES A GREAT SENSATION, 


—————— 


and the Officers Hurried Their Prisoners 
off to Pitteaburg— Excited Orowds at 
the Depot. 


Tlomestead, Penn., September 30.—A 
great sensation was created . here tonight 
by the arrest of a number of members of 
the advisory committee, of the Homestead 
strikers, for treason. Those arrested 
were Chairman Thomas J. Crawford, Wil- 
liam Baird, George Ryland, John Dierken 
and T. W. Brown. ‘The arrest came like 
a thunderbolt to the strikers, they were so 
suddenly made and so unexpected. The 
prisoners were chatting at the street cor- 
ners, when they were taken. The officers 
were Detectives Mills and Fowl and Du- 
puties Young, Brady, Devlin, WKrept and 
Ward. It was late in the afternoon when 
the warrants based on information of Chief 
Justice Paxson, reached Homestead and 
were placed in the hands of the officers to 
serve. They started out at 9 o'clock, and 
first caught Crawford and Dierken, who 
were hurried to the provost guards tents. 
The others wee caught in quick succession, 
before the strikers had oe to realize what 


was happening. 
As the prisoners were ‘speeded to the prison 


tents, an alarm was taken and many strik- 
ers hastened toward the guard, but were 
held back and denied all information. In- 
deed some of the prisoners did not know 
why they were arrested until safe behind 
the bayonets of the soldiers. It was in- 
terded first to keep the prisoners all night 
and huut for others, but through fear of 
ac attempt at rescue they were taken to the 
city farm station, placed on a train and 
brought. te Pittsburg at 11 o’clock and 
landed in jail. 

At the stotion a crowd of 150 angry, if 
not surprised, men assembled with aston- 
ishing rapidity and their determined looks 
causea apprehension. Two deputies tried 
to keep thei back, but by the time the 
train «arrived they had almost surrounded 
the group of prisoners and officers. When 
the train pulled out a sullen jeer of defi- 
ance went up and Chairman Crawford 
said: 

“They can prosecute us, but they can’t 
mak» us go to work.” 

Ihe information for treason upon which 
the men were arrested were made by Coun- 
ty Detective Beltzhoover this afternoon 
before Thief Tustice Paxson, of the supreme 
court af Pennsyly ania. The petition 
charges Iiuzh O'Donnell, Thomas J. Craw- 
ford, John McLuckie and thirty others, all 
‘meinbers of the strikers’ advisory Committee, 
with treason. It states that the defendants, 
who are inhabitants and residents of: the 
commonwealth of Pennslyvania, did ar- 
range, prepare and levy war against the 
commonwealth of Pennslyvania, to the end 
that the constitution, law and authority 
were defied, resisted and subverted, and 
that sai Gefendants on July 1st, with hun- 
dreds of others, armed and arrayed in a 
warlike manner, that is to say, with guns, 
revolvers, cannons, swords, knives and 
clubs, did unlawfully, maliciously and trait- 
orously assemble together in the borough of 
Homestead in the commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania and then and there with force and 
arms did falsely and traitorously and in a 
hostile and “worlike manner array them- 
sedyes in insurrection and rebellion to the 
conmonwealth of Pennsylvania contrary to 
the duty of allegiance and fidelity of said 
defendants. 

Chief Justice Paxson at once pushed the 
warrants for the arrest of the accused ‘and 
officers were dispatched by the sheriff to 
Homestead to serve them. The action of 
the county athorities was entirely unex- 
pected.and carried consternation into the 
camp of the strikers. This is the first timei 
in the history of the state that any resident 
has benn charged with treason agoinst 
against the commonwealth and the en- 
trance of the cases will be watched with 
interest. The penalty which was formerly

A BRAVE MARINE 


Saved the Steamship Philapelphia When Fort 
Henry Was Stormed. 

New York, September, 30.—The arrival 
of the United States steamer Philadelphia 
at this port has brought to light a number 
of statements regarding the recent accident 
on board the vessel while storming Fort 
Henry near Baltimore. It now appears, 
the Times will say, that the accident came 
within an ace of blowing up the ship and 
its entire complements. When the explo 
sion took place the chute leading to the 
magazine was open and charges of powder 
were in the course of passage to the men 
on deck. This chute lies immediately in 
rear of the breech of a gun, and so close 
that particles of the ignited powder were 
driven down the chute and inte the weg- 
azine proper. The powder division was in 
charge of Lieutenant Tremont who did all 
he could to suppress the disorder «iat re 
sulted but without avail. The men com- 
posing the power division, with only two 
exceptions fled precipitately. | Fortunately 
there was no explosion as the only powder 
that ignited was not confined. Before it 
could reach the copper cases of projectile

guished the fire with buckets of water. 
It happened that when the explosion oc- 


a six inch gun, was lying on deck imuedi- 
ately behind the breech and in direct line 
with the particles of burning powder and 
rags.

At this juncture one of the men sprang 
forward and before the powder had been 
reached by the flames he had thrown’ the 
whole affair overboard. The excitement 
and confusion of the moment. may best be 
understood from the fact that the captain- 
went forward, grasped the man by the hand 
and assured him that he had suved the ves- 
sel from a dreadful accident. 

A prominent naval officer in speaking of 
the matter yesterday said that the guns 
fired with blank cartridges as those on the 
Philadelphia were fired should he sponged 
after each shot. 


MOVEMENT OF COTTON. 


Statement of the New Orleans Cotton | 
Exchange. 

New Orleans, September 30.—The cotton 
exchange statement issued today shows the 
smaHest movement of cotton into sight for 
September since 1888, the total amounting to 
531,619, against 952,317 last year, 856,348 the 
year before and 668,988 for September 30, 
1889. This statement shows receipts at ports 
for the month of 492,934 bales against 675,198 
last year, and 722,779 the year before. Net 
shipments by rail ‘overland»..25,978, against

The city of Athens has a * contract with 
the Athens Water Company for a term of 
thirty years to supply the water used for 
public and private consumption. This con- 


traet the city claims has been broken by 


the Athens. Water Company. The water 
company says that it has not been broken 
and will go into the courts praying for its 
completion by maturity. Of course the city 
is not able to own two systems of whter- 
works, and the trouble with the old company 
will have to be settled before the new sys- 
tem can be commenced. 

lf the courts should sustain the old water 
companies position the $125,000 bonds 
voted today will never be issued. 

The Athens Water Company has recently 


-reorganized under the style of the New 


York Water Company, limited, in order 
that if they should lose their case in the 
lower courts they can take it into the fed- 
eral courts under the non-resident act gov- 
erning foreign corporations. 

In a case similar to this one the supreme 
court recently decided that the city could 
not be bound for thimy years except by a 
popular vote of the people. This decision, 
if it holds good in our case, will relieve the 
city of its responsibility. It is a very com- 
plicated case and will be stubbornly fought 
in the courts by both sides, and during the 
time thus occupied the people will have to 
use bad water and not enough of that. 

Here Is a Chance. 

There is nothing waterworks notwith- 

standng, that Athens needs as badly as a 


good preparatory school t r boys, who want 
to enter the university and are debarred 


‘on account of their deficiency in some par- 


ticular branch of the studies pursued by 
the class they desire to enter. 

There has been a number of cases of 
this kind in Athens recently. I know of 
one lady who moved here from Kentucky 
to educate her young son that after finding 
him deficient in mathematics and finding 
that there was no preparatory school in 
the city in which he could receive instruction 
in this branch of his studies she moved to 
Macon and put him in Mercer, on account 
of the preparatury department connected 
with that institution. 

There is an excellent field here for the 
establishment of a good preparatory school 
for boys by some competent and experienced 
teaclier. Such a school would receive the 
hearty support and endorsement of every 
member of the faculty of the university, 
which fact alone would make its success 
certain. There is a small fortune for such 
a school in Athens.

He was a qtiet 
sort of man, and people wondered why he 
should come to Marietta to live. 

Sheriff McLain had received a descrip- 
tion of A. A. James the Jacksonville ex- 
— robber, and he began to suspect C. EK. 

ames of being the man. He -vatched him 
carefully, and being naturally suspicious, 
he thought that James acted strangely. 

He and Sheriff Kitchen of Cherokee 
county began to do some detectire work on 
the case. A day or s0 uzo they devided 
that the circumstances pointing to CG. EK. 
Jaines as the guilty man were strong enough 
to warrent his arrest. Accordingly he was 
placed under arrest. 

The two sheriffs were not at all satis- 
fied as to the identity of their prisoner and 
yesterday they decided to bring him to 
Atlanta and let the city detectives here 
talk with him, and see if they could find 
anything that would convince them of 
James's ilt. 

Yesterday morning they brought their 
prisoner to Atlanta and carried him to 
Chief, of Detective Wright’s orttice. 

James appeared frank and open and of- 
fered the detectives all the assistance he 
could render in- discovering his identity. 

After talking with James for a few min- 
utes, Captain Wright wecame_ convinced 
that he was not the Jacksonville robber, 
and he so told Sheriffs McLain and Kit- 


| chen. They then decided to release Mr. 


James, which they did. 

Mr. James returned to Marietta, where 
he will try to find work. One of the cir- 
cumstances that caused his arrest were let- 
ters in his pocket, received from his mother 
at different places in the south, in which 
money had evidently been inclosed.

The Constitution Pea. 

Editor Constitution: —The field pea to 
which Mr. Harry Edwards calls attention in 
today’s . Constitution, and which he names 
“The Constitution Pea,” was discovered a 
few years ago in this county. 

Mr. George Gilmore, an enterprising and 
successful farmer, near Sandersville, has 
commenced the cultivation of it. He is rais- 
ing high bred trotting horses. This pea, in 
connection with his grain crop, is a valuable 
accession to his stock raising. 

The distinguishing and valuable quality of 
the pea is its hardiness—its ability to lie 
in the ground in the winter and grow Iux- 
uriantly the next summer. 

One or two bushels of the pea to the acre 
sowed in the winter with the grain—when the 
grain is cut the succeeding spring will be up 
sufficiently to cover, shade and fertlize the 
land through the summer, make a crop of 
peas for the stock in the fall, always leaving 
on the land a sufficiency of the peas to reseed 
it and leaving the land in good heart for an- 
other grain crop. So, as the pea reseeds it- 
self, it needs only to be sowed the first year 
to make a succession of crops. Pasturing the

NEW YORK, September 30—Liverpool this morning 
was about 3-64d lower, which was somewhat more than 
had been anticipated while the reports from Manches 
ter showed rather inactive markete and were reflected 
in the somewhat smaller spots which have been seen of 
late. Here the first prices were a point or so lower 
but in the course of the morning values began to im- 
prove, and with but very slight fluctuations, and on 
but a very limited business gradually advanced 7@8 
points closing steady at very near the top figures of 
the day. Interior receipts wil! probably be about 48,660 
to 19,000 bales, against 96,000 bales last year. The tre- 
mendous falling off is of course in part attributable to 
the lateness of the season, and is hardly a fair crite- 
rion of what is still to come. Still the infinence of 
these figures has tended to help the market notwith- 
standing the fact that, if we judge the crop accounts 
right, such as have appeared today show a slight im- 
provement, though many of our friends claim that the 
weather will have no special effect in a great many 
parts upon the crop hereafter. However, this remains 
to be seen, and everything really hinges upon the de- 
velopments of the next four or five weeks. We look 
for fluctuations, and believe that, with any kind of a 
stimulus, we out to do better.
